A glance at the religious notices in 
the Saturday papers is sufficient to 
show to what extent the churches now 
avail themselves of display type to set 
forth their attractions. Almost as 
much prominence is given to the an- 
nouncement of the Sunday servics as 
to theatre advertising and the fact is 
significant of a new conception of the 
uses of publicity in promoting an in- 
terest in religion. 

Not only is the subject of the ser- 
mon printed in type selected to catch 
the eye, but attention is called 
special features of a programme de- 
signed to draw a large audience—to 
the concert or moving picture 
hibition arranged for, to the fact that 
the services will be held the 
parish house roof during hot weather, 
to addresses on civic questions or 
the discussion of political issues. A 
“cut” of the church or a picture’ of 
the pastor sometimes accompanies 
the notice. 

This extension of publicity methods 
by the churches is not confined to the 
large cities. It is a movement of na- 
tional extent, as may be judged by the 
instances cited in Printers’ ink of ad- 
vertising of the kind by churches in 
Pattersqn, Columbus, O., Davenport, Ia. 
Lawrence, Kan., Troy, N.Y... Omaha, 
and in Alabama, North Dakota and 
elsewhere. It is an entirely legitimate 
development of church activities. As 
the pastor of a Lutheran congrega- 
tion in Ohio says, “Printers’ ink is as 
good for a church as for any big 
business.” And, it may be added, fully 
as appropriate for an institution that 
has the best of scriptural precedent for 
not hiding its light under a bushel.— 
New York World.

Passengers Thrown Into Panic— 
Capture of Dying’s Man’s Assailant 
| by Plucky Conductor After Fight In 
Bushes—Switch Stick Proves More 
Effective Weapon Than Knife

Methuen, Mass., Nov. 7.—Two 

foreigners, in a crowded electric car 
on Howe road last night, 
‘stabbed Hugh McLean, an inspector of 
the street railway, scared the passen- 
gers into a panic, and escaped from 
the car into the woods. 

The conductor of the car, William 
H. Crane, on his return trip frem 
Haverhill, where he had taken the dy- 
ing inspector, at the spot in the road 
where the foreigners left the car was 
attacked again, but captured one of 
the assailants, hitting him over the 
head with his switch stick and then 
carrying him unconscious in his car 
to Lawrence. 

The police of Haverhill, Lawrence 
and Methuen have joined forces and 
are hunting the woods in the vicinity 
for the second foreigner. McLean, 
| stabbed in half a dozen places, cannot 
, survive. 

The first battle between the railway 
men and the foreigners occurred in- 
side the car, which was crowded to 
capacity. The car, due in Haverhill 
at 10, was running through a sparsely 
settled part of Me thueh when the two 
foreigners in the centre of the car be- 
gan to make trouble. 

McLean, who has been an inspector 
on the Southern New Hampshire rail- 
way for eight years, and Crane, the 
conductor, started into the car to 
quiet them. 

Their efforts seemed to arouse the 
disturbers more. The two railway 
men then essayed to put the foreigners 


off the car. 3oth immediately drew 
knives. The passengers scrambled 
clear, while the two officials tried to 


close with the foreigners. 

McLean finally grabbed one and 
rushed him through the passengers 
huddled at one end of the car and out 
on the platform. Then he dropped, 
exhausted by loss of blood. 

Interference by a cool passenger 
distracted the attention of the other 
man, enabling Crane to grapple with 
him and rush him out to the platform. 

When the second foreigner saw that 
the inspector was lying on the floor of 
the platform he broke away and leaped 
from the car. Then Crane stumbled 
over McLean. 

A hurried examination showed that 
McLean was badly wounded and 
Crane, instead of going after the for- 
efgners, who had taken to the bushes, 

| decided to rush hfs car to Haverhill to 
' get McLean to the Hale hospital. 

At the first signal box he notified 
the Haverill car dispatcher to have 
the ambulance waiting for him. When 
the car reached Haverhill McLean was 
unconscious and too weak from loss of 
blood to be operated upon. 

After turning McLean over to the 
ambulance, Crane started back on his 
regular trip to Lawrence. On this 
trip also he carried a crowd of pas- 
sengers. 

When he arrived at the place where 
the foreigners had taken to the bushes 
he stopped the car and, taking a 
switch stick, jumped off, thinking he 
might get some trace of the two men. 

Seeing a footpath into the woods, 
he started in a few steps, stumbling 
over a man who was crouched ifn the 

The man, drawing a knife, 
leaped at the conductor. Passengers 
on the car, hearing him call for help, 
rushed into the bushes, but only in 
time to see the conductor beating off 
the assailant with a switch stick. 

A blow from the fron stick knocked 
the foreigner unconscious, and the 
passengers assisted the conductor to

At the Hale hospital, when the for- 
eigner was bronght to McLean, he 
was identified positively as the man 
who had stabbed him. He gave the 
name of Guiseppe Peti, 27 years old, | 
of Haverhill. He was then taken to| 
Methuen and locked up.

ON BANK OF ILLINOIS RIVER - 


MONDAY, NOVEMBER 7, 1910 


Biack Hawk, Erected by Sculptor Statue Is 48 Feet High and 


Lorado Taft, Again Overlooks 
Former Hunting Grounds of 
the Sacs and Foxes. 


Y the magic of the sculptor 
Black Hawk of early Ilinots 
fame has come back a second 
time to overlook his former 

dominion from the cliffs of the Rock 
river. 

What may become one of the 
most famous statues in the world 
stands above Eagle’s Nest, across the 
river from Oregon, Ill. It has been 


| in process of making three years and 


is now near completion. The Indian 
figure, which is forty-eight feet high, 
stands facing the south, looking down 
the river. The head and profile and 
folded arms appear perfect in detail 
as they are outlined against the sky 
and forest from many viewpoints 
around the country. 

The claim of the statue to fame lies 
in three things: First, any one who 
runs—even any one who autos—may 
read its message. Those who are rush- 
ing by in autos and steam cars and 
motorboats stop or turn to look as 
long as they can and fall into a reverie 
over the former occupancy by the red 
man of the places they are now in. 

The statue’s great size, forty-eight 
feet, without counting either the artl- 
ficial base or the natural rock founda- 
tion 250 feet high on which it is placed, 
puts it on a scale with the Goddess 
of Liberty in New York harbor and 
the great statue of “The Pilgrim” on 
the New England coast. 

The third and greatest claim to fame 
is that it is built to be permanent. 


And it fs believed that it will outlast | 


the sphinx, the pyramids and even 


the stones of the druids. 


Concrete Key to Future. 


It is utilitarian cone which has 
unlocked the door to a future which it 
{is hoped will make the statue of Black 
Hawk overtake the sphinx in age by 
enduring after time has effaced that 
grim figure. 

So far concrete has not been applied 
to the art of real sculpture in modern 
times. Fountains and pergolas and 
outdoor architecture to which artistie 
scrolls and designs are added have 
been made of it. Temporary figures 
have been erected at exhibitions in 
which some form of concrete has been 
used haphazard. In the ruins of Rome 
the Parthenon statues are found to 
have been made of it. 

When he was on a tour in Europe 
Lorado Taft, the Chicago sculptor, dis- 
covered this, and there*came to him 
his great idea for the means of mak- 
ing an enduring statue. With the 
process in mind it was not long before 
an adequate subject presented itself. 
For thirteen years he has had his sum- 
mer home and studio at Eagle’s Nest, 
on the Rock river. Standing for the 
hundredth time at the highest point 
of the cliff and looking south at the 
land and river, be never failed to re- 
member that it was from here that 
Black Hawk was finally driven out of 
Tilinols.

He even 
tried living in peace with the whites, 
but be had achieved such a reputation 
that any depredations that any Indian 
committed were lnid at his tepee door. 

Finally he and his people were driv- 
en across the Mississippi by Uncle 
Sam's soldiers. After that, as an old 
man, Black Hawk petitioned the gov- 
ernment that he might go back and 
view his old domains on the Rock 
river. Many members of the tribe 
were brought with him, and suddenly 
there was panic among the whites. 
Whether it was {Intentional from the 
first on the part of the Indians or the 
outcome of suspicion, a war was pre- 


cipitated. Abraham Lincoln and Jef- 
ferson Davis both fought with the 
whites, and Black Hawk was made a 


prisoner. Afterward he was ignomini- 
ously shown around the country after 
being taken to Washington to see 
President Jackson. 


Reincarnation In Concrete. 


“Now in conerete he again surveys 
bis domain with an air of immutable 


disdain,” as one artist puts It. 
“Black Hawk is my greatest foolish- 


ness,” Mr. Taft said the other day. 
“I did not study any one type or race 
of Indians,” he said. “It is a com- 
posite of the Foxes and the Sacs, the 
Sioux and Mohawks, and, in shoft, it 
represents the Indian personality. I 
have left off the usual Indian trap- 
fings—the feather and buckskin and 
other conventional signs. There is even 
a lint of the old Roman in the face, 
which was necessary to make it sug- 
fest a spirit unconquered while stil 
the conquered race. To be suggestive 
rather than direct is what I aim at— 
to do that is the joy of the 
sculptor.”

Riding on 
the river road, it towers above him on 
the mountain.

Motorboats 
fly up and down the river, and from 
the winding course of this there are 
many surprise views from far up the 
river.. When the leaves are off the 
trees the statue can be seen for twen- 
ty miles. From the standpoint of as- 
sociation it is the gateway through 
which the Indian passed on one of his 
last trips west. 

The exact site was obtained br 
much experiment. First a rough 
twenty foot model was made and set 
up, but it was found that height and 
distances were so great that it had to 
be enlarged and placed on a more 
promiuent part of the cliff. 

For the foundation thirteen feet of 
soll had to be removed before the bed- 
rock was struck. Here the top of a 
natural ledge o& stone was reached 
The ledge, thirty feet deep, is formed 
of a succession of stones, which have 
the appearance of being bullt artifi 
cially as they show on the river bluff. 


Feat In Expert Engineéring. 

There have been dithculties in the 
engineering part, as a great concrete 
statue has never been made before. 
A gallon of water a minute was used 
in mixing the concrete, and a motor 
had to be installed and a windlass for 
getting it up. The first modei was of 
plaster six feet high. This was en- 
larged by careful measurement to a 
frame of scantlings around an “ele- 
vator shaft.” When the whole figure 
had been framed tn lumber the 
face was made by stretching wire net- 
ting over the tin Over these 
forms burlap was fastened with nails. 
Two pointing machines had to be 
built, for the head and one for 
the body. 

The modeling was done by the scan- 
tlings and the arms shortened here

Later the bur- 
lap was painted over with plaster of 
peris, giving the appearance of a plas- 
ter cast. Meanwhile the head was 
modeled in clay and cast by the usual 
the piece mold being saved 
for use again in casting the concrete.

The model is about three inches 
thick and required over ten tons of 
plaster, with many timbers for sup- 
When complete everything will 
be taken out of the mold and the space 
filled with the concrete, all but a shaft 
seven feet In diameter, running the 
entire length of the figure. An open- 
ing back of the folded arms of the 
statue will allow of a man passing up 
the shaft and looking out of invisible 
windows thus formed. 


Cyclone Destroys Year’s Work. 


An assistant had the mechanical 
work in charge, and a corps of three 
men was kept busy ever since work 
started on the concrete. During the 
first year, which the first measure- 
ments were being taken, the wooden 
structure blew over in a_ cyclone. 
Then a whole year’s work had to be 
done over again. It bas been a labor 
of love with Mr. Taft and the work 
for work’s sake. 

The expense of the undertaking has 
been borne by him, although a whole 
colony of artists at Eagle's Head and 
Mr. Heckman, on whose land it 
stands, are more than anxious to as- 
sist.

“There will be forty-six locks or sets 


of gates in the entire canal. Each 
lock will consist of two gates or 
leaves hung from the sides of the ca- 


nal, meeting snugly in the center of 
the cunal when closed. Each leaf will 


weigh about 600 tons and will be 65 
feet wide by 77 feet high and 7 feet 
thick. They will, of course, not be 
solid, but will be diaphragm work and 
have air chambers to assist in lighten- 
ing the leaf. 

“There will be ninety-two of these 
leaves, each to be composed of eight- 
een plates or girdegs, with a world of 
diaphragm work, all to be covered 
with steel sheathing, 7.16 inches thick 
at the top, gradually thickening until 
it reaches 13.16 inches at the bottom. 

“Hanging these gates will be quite a 
feat,” continued Mr. McClintic. “They 
will be set in a pintle at the bottom 
and held by a yoke of massive design 
at the top. There will be twenty of

BRITISH SOBRIETY INCREASES 


Statistics Show Rapid Decrease 
Convictions For Drunkenness. 
A remarkable showing was made in 
1909 in the increase of sobriety in Eng- 
land and Wales. The convictions for 
drunkenness in 190S aggregated 1S7,- 
803, while in 1909 the total was only 
169,518, showing a decrease in convie- 
tions of 18,285, or nearly one-tenth. 
The decrease in Scotland outside of 
Scottish towns for 1909 as compared 
with 1908 was 19 per cent. In Scot- 
‘sh towns there was a still greater 
falling off, amgnnting to 27 per cent, 
and in Ireland the decrease was 8 per 
‘ent.

Islands Now on Vacation. 


25 YEARS AMONG THE FUJIS 


Man Eating Stopped by This English- 
man to Prevent Serving of Himself 
as Piece de Resistance—Left Tropics 


to Serve Union Jack on Edge of Ant- 


arctic. 


Twenty-five years in the south sea 


islands and six years on the border of | 


the antarctic are enough to fill a per- 
son with a desire to see something of 
the rest of the world, and that is pos- 
sibly one reason why W. L. Allardyce, 
his Britannic majesty’s governor of the 
Falkland islands, is making a tour of 
the world. 

Irom 1879, when he first went out to 
the south seas as a junior clerk, until 
1904 Governor Allardyce spent most of 
his time in the various islands in the 
Pacific, notably in Samoa, Tonga and 
the Fifis. 

“I first went to the Fijis when King 
Tbhakombar was alive,” said Governor 
Allardyce in New York recently. “He 
Was the original ‘king of the cannibal 
isles’ who has been sung about. Tha- 
koml®@r was a tall man with a big 
white beard, and his hands were so 
big that if you put one of yours in 
his it would disappear. He always 
Wore the native garb, somewhat modi 
fied, for he insisted upon the white 
shirt of civilization and a necktie. 
which first he wore tucked into a kilt 
of native cloth. His legs were bare. 
He also wore a headdress of some kind 
of white or smoked native cloth. 


Fiji Etiquette Severe. 

“Thakombar always insisted upon the 
observance of the outward forms of 
respect. As a rule, the native Fijian 
dotfs his headdress when he comes into 
the presence of a higher chief, but this 
Was not enough for Thakombar. The 
man who met the king on the road had 
to sit down in the road and clap his 
hands or smite his thighs and shout 
‘Woh, woh!’ 

“The missionaries thought the I'jji- 
ans were civilized in that early day, 
and the natives had nominally accept- 
ed Christianity, but as late as 1894 
they were not up to all the forms of 
Christianity and eivilization, for they 
were still eating one another. 
year, however, it was stopped by force 

“There had been an outbreak in the 
interior. I was native minister at the 
time and with the governor, some 
2,000 native allles and a few hundred 
of our own men went up and called 
upon the cannibals to give up those 
of their number who had not long be- 
fore eaten two native missionaries. 

“To our amazement the leaders re- 
plied that if we did not go away they 
would put the governor and myself in 
the oven also. We tried to call them 
to reason, but they would not enter- 
tain our truce envoys. Finally we had 
to attack them. We captured some 200 
of them in the fight, and the licking 
they got taught them we meant what 
we said, and there has been no more 
man eating since then. 


White Population Growing. 

“In the early eighties there were not 
1,500 white men In all the 
islands. They mostly Anglo- 
Saxons, some being Americans. The 
white population of the country is now 
over 4,000. In addition some 40,000 
East Indians have been imported into 
the country from Bengal to work the 
sugar plantations. The sugar industry 
has grown so that the exportation is 
how approximately 80,000 tons. 

“We try to preserve the communal 
system of government among them as 
far as possible. The people are ruled 
by their chiefs, the something like 
90,000 Fijians having several dozen 
head chiefs, and these have many pet- 
ty ones under. thém. ‘The heads of 
provinces are paid salaries ranging 
from $2,000 a year downward. These 
chiefs have not the power of life and 
death. 

“There ig never any summer in the 
Falklands,” continued Governor Al 
lardyee; “but, on the other hand, the 
thermometer hardly ever goes down to 
zero. But what gets to you is the cold 
wind with a low temperature. Most 
of the people there are engaged either 
{fn sheep raising or whaling. The 
whole country is a sheep farm, and the 
holdings range from 700,000 acres, run 
ning 200,000 sheep, to small runs that 
carry only 3,000 to 4.000. There are 
800,000 sheep in the Falklands. In 
the Falklands group are some fifty or 
sixty islands, the largest being East 
Falkland, which is about 90 by 50 
miles, and West Falkland, which is 20 
by 30 miles. 

“The whaling industry is very re- 
munerative. The whalers are mostly 
Norwegians, and they fish around the 
Falklands and South Georgia, also go- 
ing as far south as the South Shet- 
lands and the South Orkneys. 

“There are five different kinds of 
whales in those waters. Of them the 
fight whale, or the nord kappa, as 
the Norwegians call it, is worth from 
$7200 to $10,000, principally on ac- 
count of the whalebone. ‘Chen there 
is ‘he blue whale, which fs the biggest 
of all, often running to 90 or 100 feet 
ir iength. The sperm whale, of course, 
everybody knows. Then there fis the 
humpbacked whale, so called from an 
enormous hump, and the sei whale, 
which is not so #mportant.”

S. Jacobs, a director of the 
Pilgrim Publicity Association, and the 
advertising man of Conrad & Co., Was 
the guest of the evening, and spolte for 
an hour on the subject of “Advertis- 
ing,” telling several good stories to 
emphasize his points. He said in part 
that advertising was really salesman- 
ship, but it goes further and reaches 
out. All advertising is talking. The 


|} subject was considered under several

Program advertising he considered 
a waste. They were altogether too 
common, as every club which got up 
a little show issued an advertising 
program. They must go. Only those 
approved by a program commfitice of 
your association should be supported. 
Program advertising has no cummula- 
tive value.

HORSEFLESH DI 


Poverty and Science Fast Over- 
come Popular Prejudice. 


———— 


HOSPITALS LIKE SUBSTITUTE, 


Eaten Raw by Patients 2s Being Ten- 
der and Easily Digested—Donkeys 
and Mules Also Utilized—Freedom 
From Tuberculosis Strong Point, Say 
Physicians. 


The dearth of meat in nearly all 
European countries has revived the 
controversy ubout horseflesh, which, 
with black bread, is still alleged by 
free traders to be the stup!e food of 
the working classes in protected coun 
tries. In the Paris Journal Dr. Pas- 
cal warmly recommends horsetlesh, 


which he says is very <ood and-rela- 


tively cheap. 

“The prejudice against horseflesh has 
had to give way before now to pover- 
ty. scarcity and hunger.” says the doc- 
tor. “The first horse butcher's shop in 
Paris opened in 1866, and there are 
now 800 In France, of which 550 are 
in Paris and its vicinity. 

“There are two lal slaughter 
houses in the Uepartment of the Seine, 
and 60,175 horses, 1,141 donkeys and 
463 mules were killed there in 1907. 
One-third of the horsefiesh in Paris is, 
however, made into su ges, phich 
suggests that there fs still a very 
strong prejudice against horseflesh as 
such.”

Age Only Drawback. 

There is only one rea! objection to 
the use of horseflesh, thinks Dr. Pas- 
cal. The animals that ure slaughtered 
are old and worn out justead of being 
well fed with a view to the meat mar- 
ket. 

The public health department in 
Paris buys every day upward of 1,700 
pounds of horse meat to be chopped 
up and eaten raw by delicate patients 
at the hospitals. Horse meat is said 
to not indigestible, and the flesh, 
even of aged animals, is tender. 

“Vieux boeuf, mauvalse viande— 
vieux cheval, bonne viande,” was a 
saying often repeated by a famous 
French authority on food values. So 
rarely is tuberculosis found in horse 
meat that out of 53,000 animals slaugh- 
tered in 1905 only four were rejected 
on that account, while in the following 
year out of 57,000 only seven were 
pronounced unfit*for food forthe same 
reason.

Cooks Seize Profits. 
Cooks almost invariably do the mar- 
xeting in VParis, and observers have 


sometimes amused themselves with 
watching the number of those who 


supply themselves at shops that only 
sell horse, mule and donkey meat, buy- 
ing well trimmed joints for less than 
they would pay at the regular butch 
ers, but vo doubt charging their em- 
ployers as much as beef would have 
cost, the difference in the taste never 
being detected. 

Choice of horse meat fetch 
from about 10 cents a pound wholesale 
and may be sold in the retail trade 
for as much as 18 cents a pound. Don- 
key meat and mule meat have their 
own special patrons, and the votaries 
of horseflesh firmly believe that if 
horses were treated like oxen and well 
fed horse meat would soon be general- 
ly preferred to beef.

But Vienna Woman Finally Died Six

Frau Katharina Lustig, the oldest 
Woman in Austria. died recently in 
Vienna in her ove hundred and twelfth 
year.

Her graadmothers on the mother's 
and father's side attained their one 
hundred and thirteenth and one hun- 
dred and tenth years respectively. Two 
of her sisters lived to be over ninety, 
and she leaves two children who are 
well over eighty. 

Her husband, who was a tailor, died 
some years ago at 105, after they had 
celebrated the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary of their wedding. After his death 
Frau Lustig maintained herself until 
she was 106 by covering umbrellas and 
was able to see and thread meedles up 
to the last without space 

She attributed ber long life ‘to early 
rising and to drinking a glass of beer 
witb all meals instead of tea or coffee.
